VOICE II On December 31, 1947* when Ihmax news of the King's overthrowj0r was 

made public, General Radesou clarified public opinion abroad in the 

following terms: 

VOICE III "The present regime of Romania was imposed by force by a foreign power; 

also by force and by aots of forgery known to the entire world, the

same regime established its purported "national representation." The 
Romanian people in its sweeping majority challenges the right of such 
a regime to change the form of government of the country and eliminate 
the Monarchy. Throughout its history and more so since the establish- 
ment of the Kingdom* the Romanian people has cherished the Monarchy 
which, in its hearty is closely related to the idea of national inde- 
pendence. The action of the Groza Government leading to the procla- 
mation of a so-oalled "People’s Republic," la another imposture. In 
reality* our traditional and yapilat popular Monarchy waa eliminated

able to fill their quota* A great many Romanian prisoners were sent
